I said, 'Hey, 
buddy, I just w ant to climb 
aboard,’ and got my answer in 
Japanese. 
It sounded like he 
was swearing at me. 
“I found my knife strapped to 
my hip and drew' it as I made a 
lunge which threw me on the 
raft. W ith shells whistling over­ 
head we struggled in the dark 
for possession of it until I finally 
m anaged to stab him. 
"Even as tile Jap fell lie tried 
to pull me into the water with 
him, but he was covered with 
oil and I managed to slip from 
his grasp.”

He remained conscious 
only long enough to remember 
seeing flames sweeping over part 
of the ship and to recall being 
transferred to a destroyer.

Philadelphia, Frb. 13 (AP)—Capt. 
Edward Aloyslus Duff. U. S. N., re­ 
tired. first Roman Catholic priest to 
become chief of the Navy chaplains, 
died Thursday night at his home.
